Hon.  James  M.  Curley, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Dear  Sir, —  In  accordance  with  section  24,  chapter 
3,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  I  submit  the  fol- 
lowing as  the  annual  report  of  the  Public  Buildings 
Department  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1914. 
The  department  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the  follow- 
ing buildings: 

City  Hall;  Courthouse  and  Police  Station,  East 
Boston;  Municipal  Building,  South  Boston;  Ambulance 
Station,  South  Boston;  Municipal  Building,  Upham's 
Corner;  City  Building,  Codman  square,  Dorchester; 
City  Building,  Washington  and  Richmond  streets; 
Curtis  Hall  Gymnasium  Building  and  new  Library 
Building,  Jamaica  Plain;  Roxbury  Courthouse,  Roxbury; 
Thomas  Street  Schoolhouse,  and  of  all  other  buildings 
in  use  for  city  offices,  market  purposes,  halls  for  public 
meetings,  and  the  several  county  buildings,  also  hired 
buildings  or  parts  of  same  used  for  city  offices,  county 
purposes,  wardrooms,  armories,  etc. 

The  original  appropriation  for  general  maintenance 
of  this  department  for  the  financial  year  1913-14  was 
$255,000,   and  to  this  amount  the  sum  of  $220  was 
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added  ($120  from  the  interest  of  the  Charles  E.  French 
Fund  to  be  expended  only  for  repairs  on  the  Old  State 
House  and  $100  for  the  purchase  and  care  of  public 
clock,  Governor  Dudley  square),  making  a  total  appro- 
priation in  the  sum  of  $255,220.  Of  this  sum  there  was 
expended  $251,019.61  for  general  repairs  by  the  depart- 
ment and  $2,000  was  transferred  to  the  appropriation 
for  City  Hall  Annex  and  $100  to  clock,  Governor 
Dudley  square,  leaving  a  balance  of  $2,100.39. 

Work  in  the  general  repair  line  was  pursued  con- 
sistently where  needed  and  while  many  of  our  buildings 
are  old,  I  can  conscientiously  say  that  they  are  in  very 
good  condition  at  this  time.  This  does  not  mean  that 
further  work  will  not  be  necessary,  for  deterioration  is 
always  taking  place  and  more  or  less  work  has  got  to  be 
done  on  them,  at  all  times.  Frequent  and  generous 
applications  of  paint  will,  in  my  judgment,  do  more 
than  anything  else  to  obviate  this  condition,  a  method 
that  I  have  pursued  in  the  past.  Of  the  features  in  the 
repair  line,  the  following  appear  to  be  of  greater  magni- 
tude than  usual: 

Painted  the  entire  outside  of  Old  State  House.  Put 
on  entire  new  roof  of  slate  and  copper  on  the  Charity 
Building  and  Wayfarers'  Lodge,  also  new  fire  escapes 
on  the  Charity  Building.  Enlarged  twelve  windows  on 
the  Commercial  street  end  of  the  Quincy  Market. 
Reinforced  twelve  roof  trusses  and  substituted  asbesto- 
lith  for  wood  in  many  of  the  floors  in  the  same  building. 
Changed  conductor  system  to  one  of  surface  drainage 
at  the  City  Building,  Washington  and  Richmond  streets. 
Painted  the  entire  outside  of  City  Building,  Washington 
and  Norfolk  streets.  Installed  new  heating  system  and 
painted  building  outside  and  in  at  the  Old  Cross  Street 
Schoolhouse.  Reinforced  outer  walls  of  fuel  house, 
Main  street,  Charlestown.  Painted  entire  outside  of 
Westerly  Hall.  Removed  shingles  and  substituted  slate 
on  entire  roof  of  Wardroom  20  Building,  and  relined 
gutters  with  16-ounce  copper.  Painted  the  Municipal 
Building,  Ward  16,  on  the  inside  and  reconstructed  the 
wardroom  in  the  Roxbury  Courthouse  to  provide  accom- 
modations for  the  Grand  Army  Post  26,  who  are  to  use 
same  for  headquarters. 

Regarding  new  work,  I  would  say  that  the  past  year 
has  been  one  of  much  activity  in  this  line.  The  new 
East  Boston  Courthouse  and  Police  Station  was  com- 
pleted during  the  year  and  accepted  on  November  14, 
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1913.  Total  appropriation  for  the  building,  including 
land,  building  and  furnishing,  was  $167,000.  It  is  now- 
occupied  by  Division  7  of  the  Police  Department  and 
the  East  Boston  Municipal  Court,  the  latter  having 
been  transferred  from  the  temporary  quarters  in  the 
Old  Armory  Building,  Maverick  and  Bremen  streets. 
This  building  is  up-to-date  in  every  respect. 

The  new  Municipal  Building,  South  Boston,  was 
erected  on  site  formerly  occupied  by  the  Perkins  Institu- 
tion and  Massachusetts  School  for  the  Blind  on  Broad- 
way; was  completed  and  accepted  on  January  8,  1914. 
Total  appropriation,  $192,000,  which  includes  cost  of 
land,  building  and  furnishings.  The  building  is  of 
brick,  three  stories  high,  and  provides  accommodations 
for  shower  baths,  large  assembly  hall  to  seat  1,000 
persons,  a  branch  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  and 
quarters  for  the  South  Boston  District  Court. 

Municipal  Building,  Ward  7,  total  appropriation, 
$122,000.  Site  has  been  purchased,  corner  of  Oak  and 
Tyler  streets,  plans  drawn,  contract  awarded  on  July  2, 
1913,  and  building  is  in  process  of  erection.  Will 
probably  be  ready  for  occupancy  about  July,  1914. 
Accommodations  will  be  provided  in  this  building  for  an 
assembly  hall,  gymnasium,  shower  baths  and  branch  of 
the  Public  Library,  etc. 

Municipal  Building,  Ward  17.  On  November  26, 
1912,  an  appropriation  in  the  sum  of  $5,000  was  pro- 
vided for  the  preparation  of  preliminary  studies,  plans, 
etc.,  and  on  February  1,  1914,  an  added  appropriation 
of  $125,000  for  building  was  made,  same  to  be  erected 
on  the  site  of  the  Old  Vine  Street  Church,  corner  of  Vine 
and  Dudley  streets,  Roxbury.  Contracts  were  let  on 
November  19,  1913,  and  a  building  of  brick,  to  contain 
an  assembly  hall,  gymnasium  with  running  track, 
shower  baths,  etc.,  also  a  branch  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library  is  being  erected  and  will  probably  be  ready  for 
occupancy  by  the  city  about  October,  1914. 

Municipal  Building,  City  square,  Charlestown.  Ap- 
propriation to  date,  $130,000  for  a  building  to  be  erected 
on  the  site  of  the  old  City  Hall,  Charlestown.  Plans 
and  specifications  have  been  prepared  and  contract  was 
awarded  on  October  18,  1913,  and  calls  for  completion 
at  the  expiration  of  ten  months  from  date  of  contract. 
This  building  will  be  of  brick,  three  stories  in  height  with 
public  clock  on  top  and  will  provide  accommodations  for 
Division  15  of  the  Police  Department  and  Charlestown 
District  Court. 
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Police  Station,  South  Boston.  On  April  4,  1913,  an 
appropriation  in  the  sum  of  $100,000  was  provided  and 
on  January  14,  1914,  an  extra  appropriation  of  $8,000. 
Site  was  procured  on  Third,  Athens  and  D  streets  at  a 
cost  of  $21,450.  Plans  have  been  prepared  for  a  build- 
ing three  stories  in  height  of  brick  and  to  provide  accom-. 
modations  for  an  up-to-date  Police  Station.  Bids  for 
the  erecting  of  same  were  opened  on  December  29, 
1913,  but  at  present  writing  contract  has  not  been 
awarded. 

On  the  City  Hall  Annex  much  work  has  been  accom- 
plished during  the  past  year,  in  fact  the  building  has 
been  practically  completed  and  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment has  been  moved  into  same.  A  great  deal  has  to 
be  done  as  yet,  however,  on  the  inside  and  approaches. 
On  account  of  numerous  difficulties,  which  had  to  be 
adjusted  before  proceeding  in  certain  lines,  the  work  has 
not  progressed  as  rapidly  as  I  would  like;  it  is  hoped, 
however,  that  it  can  be  fully  occupied  by  April  1,  1914, 
at  the  latest,  when  the  several  departments  now  occupy- 
ing hired  quarters  can  be  housed  therein. 

On  June  3,  1913,  an  appropriation  in  the  sum  of 
$5,000  for  preliminary  studies,  plans,  etc.,  and  on  Novem- 
ber 22,  1913,  an  added  appropriation  of  $144,000  was 
made  available  for  the  erection  of  a  municipal  building 
in  Ward  12.  Plans  and  specifications  are  in  process  of 
completion,  which  call  for  a  brick  structure  three  stories 
high,  with  wardroom  accommodating  500  persons,  also 
showers  and  lockers  in  basement,  large  reading  room 
for  Public  Library  uses  on  the  first  floor,  and  gymnasium 
with  running  track,  showers,  etc.,  on  the  second  floor. 
This  proposition  will  be  ready  for  advertisement  in  the 
near  future. 

An  appropriation  in  the  sum  of  $47,000  is  available 
for  the  erection  of  a  police  station,  Dorchester.  Archi- 
tect has  been  selected  and  plans  and  specifications  for 
an  up-to-date  police  station  are  being  prepared.  There 
is  also  available  an  appropriation  in  the  sum  of  $3,000 
for  the  preparation  of  preliminary  studies,  plans,  etc., 
for  a  proposed  new  municipal  building,  Wards  21  and 
22,  tentative  plans  of  which  have  already  been 
prepared. 

Municipal  Building,  Roslindale.  Appropriation  to 
date,  $141,000.  Plans  and  specifications  are  being  pre- 
pared for  a  building  with  the  following  provisions: 
Ward  room   in  basement;    assembly  hall  and   branch 
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library  on  first  floor;   gymnasium  and  showers,  etc.,  on 
second  floor  and  running  track  on  third  floor.
